“The remarkable feature of al! this 
is that if Chief Davies knew of the 
existen ce of the fire in that floor prior 
to five o'clock why should he send 
two groups of men into the building 
without any equipment or appliances 
for fighting fire. I am of the opinion 
that the chief himeelf did not know of 
the existence of the fire on the thifd 
floor until five o'clock or after. They 
continued to combat the fire through 
the windows on the west side, the fire 
door and the windows in the north 
wall and from the fire escape at the 
east wall

Of Little Value 

Referring to the first stream and its 
efttect, Mr. Justice Tweedie reported 
The deputy chief was of the opin- 
lon that the service which he rendered 
there was very effective in saving 4 
lerge part of the property of the 
Northern Hardware Company.

Lack of Collaboration 
! matter which might be

The 
chief is the one who is primarily re- 
sponsible, and it is his duty to formu- 
jate some plan on an occasion such 
as this and see that it was carried 
into effect, rather than let each mar 
be his own director.
